The Mineral Statistics. 

The Statistics. complied for 1874 at the 
Mining Record Office, by Mr, Robort Hunt 
F, R.S.,who had the valuable assistance of 
Mr, R Meade and Mr. dordan, show that 
the total value of the minerals produced in 
1874 was £56,839,676. Of this amount 
coal accounted for nearly £46,000,500, and 
iron for over £7,000,000; the output being 
125,043,267, tons, and 14,844,936 tons. ro- 
spectively. From the ore nearly £6,000,- 
000 tons jig-iron were produced, value 
of £16,476,372; 385 0z. of gold were pro- 
duced of the value of £1,540; copper, tin, 
lead, zinc, silver and other metals brought 
the total of metals produce up to £19,530,- 
070; and the total value of minerals, metals 
coal. &e., obtai in the United Kingdom 
in 1874 was £67 313. Compared with 
the values in 1873 thero was a falling-off 
in 1873 of £1,782,086 in coal; of £1,531,- 
367 pig-iron:of £288,981 in other metals,- 
in all £3,652,434; ofsalt 2,306,567 tons were 
produced, to the value 10s. per ton. In 
the returns of coal carried within the 
Kingdom there is a decrease of £2,592,872 
tons; 2,604,621 tons less being sent by rail- 
way and 898,211 tonsless by ship coastwise. 
At the same time 1,309,689 more tons of 
coal have been sent to foreign countries. 
This decrease is confirmed by the diminish- 
ed quantity of coal used in domestic con- 
sumption, a decrease which in London 
alone amounted to 400,802 tons; and by 
the much smaller quantity of coal which 
was émployed in metallurgical operations. 
Mr. Hunt acknowledges much assistance 
received from the coal owners and coal 
trade associations in compiling his statis- 
tics.

Morrarity at Moyrreat.-The particu- 
lars'of the’ death-rate for Montreal for tlie 
year 1875 have just been given to the pub- 
lic inthe Public Health Magazine and are 
the reverse of complimentary to the com- 
merdialmétfopolis.  Tho'total deaths were 
6,311, of whom five died from’ dietetic 
causes or,oin other words, drunkenness. 
The principal mortality arose from prevent- 
able diseases 2,139, out of which small-pox 
teok off 784, of whom 653 were French 
Canadians. The ratio of deaths in Mont- 
real is higher than that of any other city on 
theNorth American céntinent,though from 
the advantayesof its position and the purity 
of the water supplied it should rule very 
low. The principal cause is attributed to 
over-crowding and the neglect of sanitary 
precautions,of whith that of yaccination is 
& prominent one, The seeds of disease are 
scattered by the ignorant or incautious 
with most prolific hand, and loss of trade, 
the loss of time and property in some cases 
and death in others, is the result. It is no 
doubt very true that the excessive use of 
impure alcohol is the source of a large 
amount of wretchedness, but tho lack of 
sanitary precautions is far more fatal to the 
human race, 


Tie GexeKar S¥NtiMeN’.—The Montreal

At a meeting of the Officers and Directors 
of the Township, of Sidney Agricultural So- 
ciety, held on Saturday, the 29th of January, 
1876, nearly the whole Boanl weré present, 
together with some of the members, including 
Baltis Rose, Esq., Warden of the County ; 
K. Graham, Esq., D. R. Ketcheson, Esq., 
tho late Secretary of the West Hastings So- 
ciety ; John H. Holden, Esq., and others, 
Tho meeting having bewn called to order by 
the President, Mr. Rose was called upon for 
an address, and any suggestions he might be 
inclined to make for the benefit of the So- 
ciety, to whiéh he happily responded. He 
stated that it afforded him pleasure to meet 
the Board of the ToWnship, and was pleased 
with the zeal, energy aud success of its 
present officers, Horeferre(l tothe organization 
of the Society last year, at which time, as 
Reeve of the Township, he*offered the free 
use of the Town Hall, and had it made warm 
and comfortable for the meeting which then 
took place, and would have pleasure in con- 
fering a like favor if it was again required. 
He spoke of the show lust fall as being a de- 
cided success, that it was an honor to the 
Township, and reflected much credit on the 
Managers, and closed with wishing prosperity 
to the Agricultural Society of the Township 
of Sidney. 

Mr. Holden being called upon, remarked 
that an Agricultural Society would succeed 
better by leaving politics out of it, and each 
member work for individual and general 
good. He suggested that in forming 
the prize lists that the old home-made 
blankets, shepherd plaid shawls, mitts, &., 
which had been exhibited for several years, 
should be pensioned off or excluded, and the 
money devoted to such prizes be given for the 
best loaf of home-made bread, or increase 
the prize for the best butter, &c. ; as at this 
day of modern improvement it would be just 
as reasonable to offer prizes for tallow candles, 
to compete with coal oil, as to give prizes for 
the above mentioned articles competing with 
machinery. It was well enough in former 
years to give such prizes, but not becoming a 
progressive Society, which he hoped this 
would be, He further suggested, in the 
judging of animals known as thorough-bred— 
in Durkam, Ayrshire or other breeds,—that 
the judges should be furnished with a list of 
points, comprised in 50 or 100, and the three 
judges of each class should mark, in their 
judgment, the points which théy ssw the 
animal possessed; these confer together, 
add up the points, and the animal getting the 
greatest number would be the winner, , By 
this means it would do away with the cry: 
jof partiality, and such judging would in tine 
induce breeders to breed for special points, 
and in time nobler specimens of useful ani- 
mals would be produced. And ho again sug- 
gested not to confine the Society to the Town- 
ship of Sidney alone, but to compete against 
any Township or County. Any one outsidé 
the Township, by paying his due, should be a 
member; and added that he would, prefer to 
act as a judge, and not/an exhibitor, in order 
to introduco the proper way of judging as it 
is practiced in Great Britain and many Socio- 
ties of the Unitet States, 

Mr, Graham fully concurred in the remarks 
offered by Mr. Holden, but thought it would 
be a difficult matter to find judges enongh in 
this part of the country competent to judge, 
the points of thorough-bred stock, as referred 
to by Mr. Holden. He very highly dom- 
mended Mr, Holden for his onterpriso in 
introducing thorough-bred stock, and found 
in his recent visit to the United States that 
Mr. Holden's reputation as a breeder and 
importer of thorough-bred Ayrshire’ cattle 
was not confined to this locality, He was 
pleased with the prospects of the Society at 
the present time, and anything he could do 
to advance its interests and usefulness would 
be cheerfully done. 

After somo remarks by Mr. D. R. Ketché- 
son in reference to the West Hastings Society, 
the regular business of the Board was pro- 
ceeded with, 

The following is one of the most important 
resolutions proposed :

THE RAILWAY POLIOY: 


of the Ontario Government on the impor- 
{tant question of aid to Railways, was giyen 
to the House on Wednesday, the 2nd inst. 
It is contained ina Bill, of which we havo 
given a synopsis so far as it had been ex- 
plained by Mr. Treasurer Crooks’ on moy- 
ing its first reading. ' 

The main features of the measure are 
such as will, we believe, commend them- 
selves.to the favorable consideration of the 
public, and there seems to be no doubt 
that the House will adopt the scheme. 

The only details towhich objection might 
be taken are the grants made respectively 
to the Kingston and Pembroke and the 
Credit Valley Railways, but probably un- 
der the circumstances, the proposals of the 
Government form the only mode of meget- 
ing the case. As regards the Credit Valley 
line, the country which it traverses is not 
by any means destitute of railway facilities 
and we should strongly oppose its being 
further subsidieed, but the proposal is to 
aid onlyrthe new portion of the road, at 
the mininum rate of subsidy. This, under 
the principle that the people haye shown 
that they desire the road by voting bonuses 
in its aid, and the financial basis being sat- 
isfactory, brings this line within the re- 
quirements of the rule which the Govern- 
have laid down to guide them in such cases. 
On the Kingston and Pembroke a very 
laieas itis alleged” that nothing short of 
the grant will enable the Company to com- 
plete the sixteen miles upon which it is 
made, and which developes large mineral 
deposits and opens the way to tho front to 
a considerable settlement, an exception has 
been made in favor of thisroad. We hope 
that when a railway is extended into the 


far northern townships of this County, the

We trust that this additional aid will, as 
the Treasurer anticipates, enable the Com- 
pany to complete their line to Peterboro’ 
—when communication will be opened 
with a district from which much profitable 
trad¢ will flow in this direction. 

The North Hastings road receives $3,- 
000 per mile from the point of its intersec- 
tion of the Grand Junction to-its terminus 
at the Moore mine, in Madoc, 22 miles, or 
$66,000. As thio line will develop the 
great mineral region of this County, we 
should have liked to have seen a more 
liberal grant made, but there is reason to 
believe that the promoters are compara- 
tively well ‘satisfied with the rate of sub- 
sidy, which, no doubt, ensures the com- 
pletion of their road. We cenclude by 
quoting from Mr. Crooks’ speech with re- 
gard to'this road ;— 

“ The next road was the Belleyill N 
Hastings, a now railway, Then 
to aid twenty-two miles at $3,000 per mile, It 
would be seen by reference to the map that’ this 
railway Jay due north into the mineral territor:

is a copy of the one to Mr, Bogart, then only 
such improvements can be allowed for as stip- 


extension of the Lumber docks, the piers for 
holding sawdust aad other refuse of the mill, 
form part of the charges; if so, what is the 
Town going to get at the expiration of the 8 
years from the amount paid to Messrs. Rath- 
bun, unless thoy are bound to keep said docks 
and piers in an efficient and thorough state of 
repair? If this is not done at the expiration 
of the lease for Syears, the docks and piers, 
so far as they are above water will be of little 
worth; and may not the same be said in refer- 
ence to the wear and tear of some portions 
of the buildings? 

Will not the pier work that now confines 
the sawdust,&c,, require constant keeping up 
in order to prevent the sawdust from washing 
away and filling up the harbor? for without 
the piers the filling would soon disappear. The 
question arises whethet Messrs, Rathbun did 
this work of enlargement for the benofit of the 
Town or for their own convenience,—it being 
the cheapest and safest way in which they 
could dispose of their surplus sawdust and 
other refuse from their mill ; no charge should 
be made against the Town for it, and-onr city 
Fathers should be careful to have the improve- 
ments according to tho lease well examined 
Thie"other for payment. 

Another thing, the Messrs, Rathbun are to 
bind themselves to cut at least 3,500,000 feet 
of lumber each year. Allowing the mill to 
work 12 hours per day, and to average 50,000 
feet per day, it would only take 70 days’ work 
to cut the quantity, or say 3 months, allowing 
8 days for stoppage. ‘To do this work would 
require 60 men and boys at an average outlay 
of $500 per week, or for 13 weeks $6,500; this 
does pot include the expense of men in assort- 
ing logs at the sorting booms, as this ¢xpense 
is generally considered a direct charge on the 
logs.

One weighed 1,570, and the other 1,600 
pounds, orabout 14 per cent. more than 
the average of,the’ jwhole lot,’ including 
themselves. One of the. scrubs was then 
reweighed, and made 1,150, or about 28 
er cent. less than the shorthorns, This 
fot were all three year old steers, and had 
the same fare from calyes.. The aaa 
of these cattle, placed, tie value of| the 
shorthorns at $1:50 above the value of 
these common steers, which at least would 
be 30 per cent, Now 30 per cent, in 
value and 28 per cent, in size would make 
58 per cent. in favor of the shorthorns. 
This advantage is due entirely to the 
superiority, of the shorthorns as a breed, 
their keep being the same from calves. 
And this is not quite all ; for a part of the 
scrubs are yet unsold, not being fit for 
market.

yory satisfactory quantity of milk during | 
a‘brief period of the season while tho grass 
is froshost and most succulent, and “then 
gradually dwindle away to & mere mess,and 
go dry long before her more unpretentious 
companions have thought of going out of | 
business. In this respect cows diffor in a | 
very important degree, and such imposters | 
should be marked’ and promptly sent to | 
the shambles. By milking capacity, then, | 
is meant not only the abundance of the flow 
during what is called the height of tlie sea- 
son, but also the characteristic of a porsist- 
ent milker, continuing with the proper care 
and feed, up to such a period as shall not 
leave an unreasonable season of rest. 
Secondly must be considered the quality of 
the milk, and thirdly, the health of the an- 
imal.

reading. All keptailent till he had lifted his 
eyesfromthe page.. Then hewould enquire 
the news ; this was tho signal for conversa- 
tion, which soon became general, Around 
his board would be gathered, it might be, 
somo of Ins fellow=professors; or old friends 
from’a distance, as Link from Nuremberg, 
or Probst from Bremen ; or eminent schol- 
ars from distant lands; or statesmen and 
courtiers, who chanced to be travelling on 
some embassy. Men of every rank and of 
all professions found their way to the sup- 
per table in the Augustine convent, and re- 
ceived an equal welcome from the illustrious 
host.

The Imperial City as it is. 


Rome is a gigantic village, which has 
grown up in a helter-skelter fashion, with 
no order or regularity. One-half the town 
is a labyrinth of narrow, crooked streets, 
leading to nothing, and in which one may 
be easily lost. Some foreigners who have 
known the place twenty years cannot find 
their way from the Pantheon to the Chiesa 
Nuova without aman ora guide. If half 
the buildings were thrown down and more 
convenient avenues of communication 
opened, the remedy for actual defects 
would be but partial, for these defects 
penetrate to a great depth below the pre- 
sentsurface. In breaking up the ground 
to put down drains, fragments of ancient 
wall of enormous thickness are everywhere 
encountered, through which itis difficult 
to pengtrate as through the solid masses of 
astone-quarry, They are now carrying a 
drain across the square of the Pantheon 
and, ata depth of tenor twelve feet below 
the modern level, blocks of travertine of 
great thickness are come upon, which is not | 
easy to remove. Every kind of debris is 
thrown out, fragments of what wero once 
representations of the human form, to 
bits of tiles and vessels of terra cotta which 
served for domestic use one thousand years 
ago, The ground is amass of minute ob- 
jects upon which the hand of men had 
wrought, crumbled by time and destructive 
violence into indiscriminate and worthless 
ruins.

The Prince in India. 


Tho Prince of Wilds Had Penched Delhi 
on his tour in North-wWestérn “India. The 
Times correspondent edye that thicro is 
every Temon to be aatistiod» with the favor- 


and people of Oudo by the Prince's visit to 
Lucknow. On the 7th inst. ,certain faithful 
princos of the Onde Royal family were pro- 
sonited to thé Prince, and ‘there Was afters 
wards a levee of Europeans.. Inthe ufter- 
noon His Royal Highness laid the founda- 
tion of » memorial of the native defence of 
the Residency, a happy idea of Lord 
Northbrook’s. The survivors were passed 
in review. ‘They were, the telegriim says, 
lamé, blind and Tate, many miserably clad, 
The scene was most affecting. Many had 
petitions for the Prince, The Royal party 
then examined. the, ruins of the 
Residency, and proceeded to Fort 
Muchee Bawun. At 9:30 the Prince went to 
the Kaiserbagh, which was brilliantly il- 
luminated. His Royal Highness. then ro- 
ceived an address from the talookdars of 
Ouda and a jewelled head-picce. The 
talookdars were presented and the Prince | / 
expressed his pleasure ‘at seeing them. 
This was followed by a display of fireworks. 
On the 8th the Prince went ona pig-stick- 
ing expedition, which was marred by an 
accident to Lord Carrington, who broke 
his collar-bone and had to be left behind. 
He is stated to bo progressing favorably. 
At night there was a grand ball given by 
the United Service Club: in) honor 


of his Royal Highness. At noon on Mon-| — 


day his Royal Highness presented colors 
to the tirst battalion of the 14th Regiment 
of the Line, and after the ceremony went 
to Cawnpore, where he visited the, me- 
morial church, the fatal well. and the 
enclosure, and the cemetery, His Royal 
Highness then wentto Mr. Prinsep’s, where 
he dined, and afterwards left by special 
train for Delhi. 

The Prince entered Delhi at 9. m, on 
Tuesday, 11th. ‘Lord Napier of Magdala 


the previous Saturday and sustained a frac- 
ture of the collar bone) was present, and 
the génerals and an immense mounted 
statf rode with the suite through the lines of 
artillery, cavalry and infantry from: the 
station through the city out by, the Lahore 
Gate over the ridge for 4 miles to. the camp 
where the Prince had a leyee of European 
and native officers, lasting two hours. The 
Prince dined with Lord Napier, The gen- 
eral attitude of the population is said to 
have been very respectful and courteous, 
and His Royal Toate Was, it is stated, 
much interested in passing the memorable 
sites, surrounded as he was by many who 
had borne a share in the great siege. On 
Wednesday a review was held in honor of 
the Prince.

after récviving the Government grant. 

Mr; Cameron and Mr Macdougall opposed 
snch a policy, which was contrary to the prin: 
ciple of the, Railway Act, unfair to existing 
lines, and not calculated to benefit the coun. 
try. ‘They were strongly in fayor of legiti- 
wate and ‘useful tailway enterprises, but op- 
posed to Government assistance being ¢ stend- 
ed to purely local lines, or to roads running in 
direct competition with Hnes already built. 
Mr. Hoilgins alzo considered that the Gov- 
ernment had ehabged the general policy laid 
lowr in the Railway Act. ‘The trué’ policy,

Bradford and W. Fanning at $5 per trip 
for the engines and $4 for the hook and ladder 
Waggon, and that the lighting of the town 
clock be discontinued until May Ist, owing to 
the expense,

Mr. Patterson gave notice of a By-law re- 
garding street numbering. 

Mr, 8. Hambly gave notice of a By-law for 
the appointment of a monthly Auditor. 
Mr, Pringle gaye notice for the reading at 
next meeting, of the By-law defining the duties 
of the Treasurer. 
WAYS AND MEANS: 


The reports having beon received, Council 
went into Committee on Ways and Means, 
Mr. J. H. Hambly in the chair, 

Mr. Fahey moved the adoption of the Fire, 
Water and Gas Committee's report. 

The first clause was adopted. 

Mr. Henderson objected to the discontinu- 
ance of the lighting of the clock for the short 
time proposed, thinking they might save in 
other directions. If they were to cease to 
light the clock altogether, it would be anoth- 
er matter, He thought a reduction might be 
made in lighting coal oil lamps, which costs 
$460 a year, 

Mr. Fahey stated, in answer to Mr, Hen- 
derson, that the costof lighting the clock is 
from $800 to $1,000 per year. 

The Mayor agreed with Mr. Henderson's 
view. They might atall events keop the 
clock lighted until 10 o'clock each night. 

Mr. 8S. Hambly wished the clock lighted 
until 11 o'clock. 

Mr, Fahey had always been opposed to 
lighting the clock, especially to the late hours 
at which itis now lighted. It wasa benefit 
to but a few comparatively. The measure 
proposed was simply an experiment. He had 
endeavored to have the liglit shut off carlier 
at nights, but his orders had been disregarded, 
and it seemed to him that they could make a 
considerable saving. 

Mr. Henderson suggested that they pass 
a resolution requiring the light in the clock 
to be shut off at 11 o'clock each night. 
Mr. Pope considered the lighting of the 
clock a necessity, as it is of great use to vos- 
sels entoring the harbor, 

Mr. Patterson considered that it would be 
unwise to discontinue lighting the clock, which 
ought to be illuminated until midnight.

THE RATHBON LEASE.

of the. improvements. 

Mr. Henderson suggested that the Finance 
and Harbor and Town Property Committees 
unite to consider the matter, which ho con- 
sidered as largely ono of finance. Kither 
that, or consider the mattor in Committee of 
the whole Council, He should have liked to 
have had some data as to the probable ‘ad- | 
vantage of tho Mossrs, Rathbun’s establish- 
ment to the town, ‘Lhe leases should be 
brought in for their informatfon, in order to 
show for what they were liable. He desired: 
a full discussion, and did not wish that they 
should shirk responsibility by getting the 
Mayor to namo a Committee on the matter. 
They should go as far as possible in endeavor. 
ing to rotain Messrs, Rathbun here. 

Mr, Popo said that, acting on Mr, Hender- 
son's suggestion, he had been very cautious in 
the matter, committing himself to nothing. 

Mr. Henderson wished for some recommen- 
dation from the Committee. 

Mr. Lingham urged the reading of the lease, 

Mr. Fahey said he found that work was 
done better in Committee, and it was wasting 
time to discuss it.. They had no power to 
value this property without Mr. Rathbun's 
consent, and until they knew for what they 
were liable, nothing could be done. They 
should, in justice to Mersra, Rathbun, deal 
with the mattor as quickly as possible, but 
they could not do so this evening. 

Mr, Holden considered that Messrs. Rath- 
bun would have no objection to haying their 
improvements valued, and this was the first 
step they ought to take, It might be well for 
the Council to appoiht two parties to make 
the valuation, subject to Mr, Rathbun’s con- 
sent, they to report to the Committee, who 
would thus not be superseded in their duty. 

Mr. Henderson moved, seconded by Mr. S.

The clauses in the leases were then read, 
that in the Bogart lease providing that a stone 
saw-mill, a wharf, and other erections and 
buildings, shall at the expiration of «the lease 
be paid for at cash value, less any rent due, 
the amount to be payable as decided by arbi- 
tration, The Rathbun continuation of the 
Pogart lease provides that Rathbun shall en- 
joy Bogart’s i:nprovements without extra rent, 
and for the extension of the island. The Rath- 
bun lease provides that the building shall be 
keptin ropair, and that no additional erections 
shall be paid for by the town His opinion 
was that the town was only liable for the im- 
provements made by Bogart, 

Mr. Henderson moved, seconded by Mr. S, 
por ant ’Lown rropercy 
Committee and the Finance Committee un- 
itedly consider the extension of the Rathbun 
lease, and that the Committee have power to 
ascertain the town’s liability in the matter, — 
Lost. , 

The original motion was carried. 
OTHER BUSINESS, 

The report of the Street Committo was 
adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Holden, seconded by Mr. 
Fahey, the assessment of R. N, Bennett was 
reduced to $2,500. 

Mr. Patterson statod that the Assessors did 
not consider their sulary of $150 each adequ- 
ate, and he moved, seconded by Mr. Pope, 
that $50 be added to their salaries, for the 
purpose of employing a copying clerk. 

Mr, Lattimer did not think it wise to open 
up the matter again, a8 it entailed oxtrava; 
gance, Othor men were ready to do the work 
for $150 each, 

Mr. Henderson eonsidered the sum voted 
sufficient, as the work was now much lighter 
than before.

A contemporary which sooms 
to have penetrated into the secrets of the 
Cabinet thus anticipates the Ministerial 
programme for the session : 

It isnot unreasonable to suppose that 
in the speech from the Throne reference 
will be mado to tho visit of His Excellency 
to the Mother Country, and the happy 
offect that visit oxercised upon the public 
mind of the people of Groat Britain, His 
Excoltepoy having on every occasion testi- 
fied to the enterprise, loyalty and content- 
ment of those over whom he was called 
upon to rule in his Vice-Rogal capacity. 

The trade of the country had during the 
past year beon thoroughly ’ depressed, and 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that with 
"increased expenditure and “a fallingFeus-

Tho Dublin Evening Mail states that the 
total number of students on the books of 
Trinity College, Dublin, under the degree 
of M. A., is 1,158, of whom 60 are scholars 
of the house, 3 non foundation scholars, 22

An extraordinary fatality occurred re- 
cently near Garristown, county Dublin. 
On Christmas Eve William Murray, a 
blacksmith, who resided at Bolvinstown, 
near Garristown, was found dead in a sit- 
ting posture, by the way side, On tho 
same evening his brother, while returning | 
home from Dublin, was accidently flung | 
from his cart, and sustained a fricture of 
the skull, ‘from which he died. A third 
brother died naturally about a month ago. 
The great new telescope designed by the 
present Earl of Rosse arrived at Birr Ob- 
servatory on Thursday evening week from 
tho foundry of Messrs, Spence,Corkk atreat, 
Dublin. This,instrument, though by no. 
means so gigantic as the famous ene erect- 
ed by the late earl, far surpasses it from a 
scientific point of view. The diameter of the 
speculum is three feet six inches, and the 
length is twenty-two feot, 

The annual return of the Local Govern- 
ment Board made up for the year on the 
29th of September last, has been just issu- 
ed. The following are its principal feat- 
ureg; The annual value of rateable property 
in Treland.in 1875 was £13,485,747, show- 
ing an increase to the oxtent of £36,194 on 
1874, There was a decreso)in the number 
of persons who received relief in the work- 
houses, the numbers in 1874 being 252,105 
while in 1875 they were 221,000. The 
difference to the credit of last yearis 92,- 
195. In out-door relief there is a slight in- 
crease of 2,308. The total amount of poor- 
rate levied in the last year was £933,249, 
being £8,043 more than in 1874. The to- 
tal expenditure was also less, the amouht 
in 1865 being £976,354, while in 1874 it 
was £1,001,989, 

At the Drogheda quarter session on Tues- 
day there were nine ejectment cases, intwo 
of which defonce were taken. The first was 
that of the Lord Bellew ys. Miss Bradley. 
This ejectment was brought to recover 
possession of syen acres of land which de-

A 
decree for possesion was given. 


On the nightof December 22, an attack 
was made on the dwelling-house of a farm- 
er named Patrick Rogan, residing in the 
townland of Derry, near the village of Dro- 
mata, County of Down. Shortly after 8 
o'clock, when Rogan’s family had partially 
retired to bed, several shots were heard 
near the house. Ina moment afterwards 
the front windows of the dwelling-house 
were smashed, every particle even of the 
-frames or woodwork of the windows being 
destroyed. Large stories were thrown in- 
to the house, and the lives of the children, 
who were in a bed opposite one of the front 
windows, were placed in imminent danger, 
and, owing to the helpless condition of Reo. 
gan, the attack and work of destruction can- 
tinued for two hours. At an early hour the 
constabulary stationed at Dromara arrived, 
and immediately began to trace out and find 
thecowardly aggressors. Several traces of 
blood were discovered on and about the re- 
mains of the wrecked windows, and Rogan 
gave the names of three persons whom he 
suspected. Inthe course of a few hours 
several arrests were made,

TheElection Bill was copsidered in Com- 
mittee, Mr. Cameron mov: an amend- 
ment, the effect of which Was to allow a 
cgndidaté as well as other persons who had 
been found guilty of cortupt practices 
which were merely technical phes- of 
the law, to apply to the same Judge or 
Court as found him guilty for relief from 


the consequence théreof, instead of obliging 
him to come to the House for relief. 2 
Meredith protested against the House 
overruling the dasisions of the Courts, ‘Tho 
aolnout Wass loa vn therdiviaiom. Ab 
the suggestion of Mr, Scott, provision was 
made in the bill for the inspection of bal- 
lot papers which had been counted but not 
objected to. 

Aftér recess, Mr. Meredith moved to 
amend the fifth clauseof the bill iver 
provides that voters must have paid their 
income tax for the year preceding the elec- 
tion) by inserting a provision to the effect 
that in case of an election during the “pre- 
sent year, it shall be sufficient that the 
person who claims to yote on incomé tax 
shall have paid hisstaxes before the day of

North American, we learn that anew set

1850*he retired from oftice, 
and continued to practice almost éxclusive- 
lyin the Supreme Court of the United 
States, In 1861 he was a member, of the 
Peace Congres,and in 1862 was again elect- 
ed tothe Senate. He was employed by 
the Government as an umpire in the ad- 
justment of questions! which ‘had ‘arisen 
with foreign governments at New Oleans 
during the war, In 1868 he succeeded the 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams as Minister 
fo Evgland. A treaty which he negotiated 
for the settlement of the Alabama Claims,

profit upon the capital invested, unless there 
is skilful management, and such a forecast 
of business a8 will mitke it necessary to pur- 
suo a certain steady coursoof cropping ; this 
comes from the necessities of the case, Corn 
and grass, wheat, barley, roots, or oats, fol- 
low each other on a woll ordered farm, or 
all is disorder and cohfusion; bitty unfortu- 
nately, all farms are not well ordered, and 
thore is a pressing need which actually ae 
vents order on some farms, jdt As poverty 
forces makeshifts in some houscholds.— 
Something like this obliges the planter to 

row,cotton year after year, whon he knows 
fo is losing money uy it." Ho losos loss by 
making a crop, thian by letting the fields go 
untilled, and he plants again, hoping against 
hopo fora change inthe market, wach will 
bring him profit. But this method’cannot 
last always. Like geowhny wheat every 
year after yoar in California, it must stop 
Some day, just.as the continuous growing 
of wheatindlie Goncasee came tojan 
end, What is to be done t is difficult 
to answer. If there were such a thorough 
organization among farmers, gs there is of 
coal miners or cotton’ spinners, particular 
products might be reduced in quantity, to 
relieve the over-stocked markets, which 
now can take neither onr cotton nor our 
wheat at paying prices. A farmof cannot, 
like a factory or a coal mine, run on ‘short 
time”; but he can do what amounts to the 
samo thing,—he can go on short acres; he 
can plant and sow less, and by spending 
loss and producing less, get as much money 
for his produces Tow if viva gain/at one 
end what ho could not reath at the’ other. 
That some sucharrangement or combination 
is heeded, the present condition of the two 
greatest markets in the world, those of cot- 
ton and wheat, show most conclusively.

Literature for boys and girls, as 
Mistinguished from childrén, must be for- 
ward-looking, and full-of ‘spirit find enter- 
prise, and quick with the warm blood of 
youth. It must be full of incident and 
picture, its motif must be will and feeling 
rather than ideas. It must not be goedy- 
goody, and it certainly must not be prudish, 
Perfectly pure and modest, of course it must 
be, but 1t must be gay and fresh. And the 
spirit of Divine alization an@)hufiian ser- 
yice must be everywhere present, though 
nowhere obtruded. Whon these conditions 
are united in literature, for growing boys 
and girls, and when really high class talent 
is brought to bear upon the production of 
such literature, a better state of things will 
have been begun. Much harm has un- 
doubtedly been done by the diffusion of a 
falso light, but’ this cannot be dono by ex- 
cluding the people from all prospect of 
aintlioration in their currént literature.

PUBLIC WORKS. 


Tho Minister of Public Works gives'the

The line from Fort Williant to Lake Sho- 
bandowan, a distancé of 45 milés, having 


been locatedhas been given out oncontract, 
> Likewise the line from Selkirk,Red River, 
to Cross Lake, 77 miles. During the Inst 


soason tho lake region between Lake of the 


Woods and Lake Superior was further sur- 
veyed; Exploratory surveys were made 
“from Nepigon easterly to Pic River, and 
thence easterly towards the terminus., A 
reconnoissance wasmade between French 
River and the valley of the Ottawa at Ren- 
frew. Tho Georgian Bay Branch, extend- 
ing from Georgian. Bay to the eastern ter- 
minus, a distance of 85 miles, has been 
placed under contract on the condition of 
payment being made of $10,000 per mile 
and an annual grant for 25 years of $26,- 


600, together with a transfer of 1,700,000 | ¢ 


acres of land. A subsidy has further been 
granted to the Canada Central Railway for 
alino from the neighborhood of the village 

eof Douglas to a point which is regarded as 
the castern terminus of the Georgian Bay 
Branch 120 miles. 

The crossing of Red River has been, se- 
lected. The distance from Red River by 
the narrows of Lake Manitoba, River Moss 
and River Swan to Livingstone, near Fort 
Polly, about 260 miles, has been located. 
Much of this distance passes through for- 
est land, over ground favorable for railway 
construction. Surveys have been made of 
the portages between the lakes to the north- 
west of Red River, and tenders havo been 
called for steamers on these waters, 

The grading of the Pembina branch has 
been given out by contract. Half of its 
Tength has been located. 

An exploration was made from Lac La 
Cache, via RiverBlue,tothe North Thomp- 
son, which established that the height of a 
summit to be overcome rendered this route 
objectionable, The examination ‘from 
Clear Water to River Fraser has shown 
that much heavy work can be thrown out 
and the gradients generally improved. A 

Bute Inlet has been found to be imprac- 
ticable, the interyening summit rising 7,- 
000 feet above the sea,” It has been estab- 
lished that a route can be obtained from 
Tete Jeune Cache by the river Fraser to 
Fort George, about 245 miles, with com- 
paratively light work and good gradients. 
A good route may be obtained from Tete 
Teune Cache to the entrance of the Homa- 
thoo passes, about 400 miles. Serious 
difficulties will, however, be mot in the 
descent to tide-water of the Pacific. The 
Lower Fraser from Yale foran ascending 
distance of fifteen miles hay been minutely 
examined. The distance from Yale to 
Burrard Inlet has been surveyed. » An ex- 
amination eastwardly from Port Hope has 
established that there is’ no pass in that 
direction lower than the Coquihala’ Much 
ofthe mainland north of the latitude of 
Vancouver Island has been explored. Ex- 
aminations haye shown the route by the 
Smoky Pass is not to ‘be recommended. 
Engineering parties haye been organized 
to prosecute further surveys. It is be- 
lieved that in the course of the ensuing 
year it will be possible to establish aproxi- 
mately the location of the line between 
Lake Superior and the Pacific. Steel rails 
sufficient for 550 miles of line have been 
purchased at prices considered unprece- 
dently low. * 

TRADE AND NAVIGATION, 

The Trade and Navigation returns form 
a very bulky volume, and are compiled 
with the purpose of affording a comprehen- 
sive view of the Trade and Commerce of 
the Dominion for the past four years, ‘and 
the decrease or increase in any of the ar- 
ticles imported or exported. The following 
are some of the more interesting figures :— 
The total value of goods imported in the 
fiscal year 1874-5 was $123,070,283, and of 
goods entered for consumption $119,618,- 
657 ; the duty collected being $15,361,382. 
The total value of the exports in’the same 
period was $77,886,979, on which a duty 
of $7,242 was collocted, Bya compara- 
tive statement, the imports and exports of 
the Dominion during the past eight years

arguments in favor ofthe course pursned by 
the majority in the House, aud afeivevareat 
unlikelihood of its ever being possibly drawn 
into a precedent of questionable legislation in 
tho future, yet wo are free to acknowledge at 
the same time that in a matter co delicate as 
the setting aside of judicial sentences, even 
on grounds which reflect in no degree upon 
the impartiality of the tribunals by which they 
were inflicted, we should have been inclined to 
err on the éafe side of apparently undue sever- 
ity rather than apparently undue lenity. De- 
lay in removing the disability could have done 
none of the gentlemen involved any harm. 
The discussions and acknowledgments in con- 
jon with their cases have sufficiently vin- 
dicated their character and standing; and it 
could, therefore, have done little injury to 
any one to haye let them all stand over for a 
season,

The bill to relieve from punishment the 
parties found guilty of corruption at the re- 
cent’ élections for the Ontario Legislature, 
was last night passed by Mr, Mowat and his 
followers. This may bo regarded as the cap 
sheaf on the pyramid of iniquities perpetrat- 
ed by the men now in power in Ontario, To 
set aside by legislative enactment the decision 
of our highest judicial tribunals, is little less 
than a crime, and is a blowat the integrity 
of the bench that must be regretted by all 
right thinking persons. To the Ontario 
Government many usurpations have been 
credited. but none so heifidus as that of de- 
liberately striking a blow at constitutional 
liberty for the benefit of a few of their sup- 
porters who were suffering under the penal- 
ties inflicted by their own election law,avow- 
edly passed to secure purity of elections and 
to rid the country of corrupt practices,

Under pretence of amending the Election 
law Mr. Mowat’s Goveriimant have pushed a 
bill through the House which is to let men 
like Mr. Neclon—men disqualified* by the 
Courts for their misdee¢s—go scot-free.

It is one which car- 
ries shame on its face, and exhibits the un- 
precedented depths to which Grit faction will 
escend in order to carry even a minor point.

Prince Edward Biection Trial. 


Referring to the postponement of the 
trial of the protest against the return of Mr. 
Striker, the Picton Gazette says: ‘ Argu- 
ment for postponement was set dewn for 
Friday, but was laid over for Saturday, 
and then further adjourned until Monday, 
when the decision was given resulting in a 
further postponement of the trial to the 
14th of March next, Mr. Striker to pay the 
costs of witnesses and applications. The 
grounds upon which an adjournment were 
claimed by Mr. Bethune, are briefly 
summed up, as follows :—On account of 
the absence of witnesses, and that respon- 
dent is ongaged in parliamentary dutios ; 
he also asked for an enlargement, because 
the new election law would come inte force 
in a few days, and would have some effect 
on the trial. And further, it was claimed 
that the absence of Donald Campbell, Esq., 
of Wellington—who was unable to be 
present on account of a broken col- 
Jar-bone—would be detrimental to 
the respondent's case ;_ and yet, in Mr. 
Striker's Bill of Particulars, . fyled by 
Mr. Bethune—his Attotney—he intends 
to object among others to the bath of the 
same Donald Campbell, ‘upon the ground 
that he was compelled orintimidated,or in- 
duced to vote for the minority candidate,” 
Mr. Bethune laid it stress on the “fact 
that-a new el law was then before 
the Ontario Legislature, which provides 
that no election trial shall take place 
during the sittings of the Legislature, or 
within fifteen days of such session, that 
every election trial shall take place before 
two Judges ; and’ further, that no trial 
shall be held during the Term. Théso 
arguments apparently prevailed, and his 
motives will be understood by all those 
Who peruse the latest apology for an elec- 
tion Law—a law which gives our Judges a 
direct slapyin “the+fagp, and encourdges a 
return tothe old system of bribery and 
corruption. ” 

A large number of Conservatives having 
visited Picton on Tuesday last to hear the. 
trial, and they being disappointed in the 
matter, it was deemed advisable ‘to hold a 
mass meeting of the party, which was held 
accordingly. After Mr. C. D. Morden,the 
able Secretary of the Liberal-Conservativo 
Assoaiation,had shown that everything pos- 
sible had been done to bring the case to 
trial, Mr. Clapp spoke atlength, stating that 
he intended to push the matter toa trial, 
and that all reports to the contrary were 
fabrications.

down on the grass and hind a good sleep. I 
don’t think you could do that at the Mile-end 
or New Glasgow at this time of the year 
without freezing. This place has grown to 
quite a size ; there have been twenty or thir- 
ty houses put up. It is astonishing the 
amount of Trsinegs thatis done round here 
with Indians and trappers. There are four 
good stores in the vicinity of Fort MoLeod, 
and they do quite a rushing business, On my 
way from Fort Hoopup (40 miles distant) I

INLAND REVENUE. 

Tho following is a summary of the In- 
land Reyenue Report for the year ending

of the three previous years. 

The export of spirits during the past 
yearwas 202,451 gallons against 197,676 in 
the previous year, while the average ex- 
ports for 1871-72-73 were 343,512 gal- 
lons. 

The quantity of malt manufactured in 
1874-75 was 41,039,086 pounds, against an 
average of the three previous years of 37,- 
906,764. Tho quantity taken for consump- 
tion was 33,016,082 pounds, against an 
average of the three previous years of 31,- 
244,464 pounds. . The quantity exported 
was 4,677,960 pounds against an average of 
the three previous years of 7,929,409 lbs. 
Thero were in warchouses at the end of the 
period of 1874-5, 7,962,939 pounds, against 
an average of the three previous years of 
10,169,088 pounds. 

The quantity of tobacco manufactured in 
1875 was 9,567,152 pounds, against 7,704,- 
145 pounds, the average of the four previous 
years. The quantity taken for consump- 
tion was 6,675,443, against an average of 
the four previous years of 7,250,956 lbs- 
The quantity exported was 359,808 pounds, 
against an average of the four previous 
years of 627,003 pounds. There were in 
warehouse 3,930,494 pounds, against an 
average of the four previous years of 1,- 
952,016 Ibs. 

Tho quantity of petroleum manufactur- 
ed was 4,811,596 gallons, against an aver- 
age of the previous year of 7,562,282, and 
of 1871-72-73 of 12,560,623 gallons. The 
exports in the last period averaged annual- 
ly 7,735,597 gallons, In 1874 they declined 
to 1,065,787 gallons, Last year the exports 
went down to the nominal quantity of 1,- 
868 gallons, 

_The revenue derived from canals was 
$392,407, against $491,143 in the previous 
year.

_ SUMMARY, 

This concludes our detail of building op- 
erations in town during the season, which 
shows that in West Belleville there were 
107 tenements erected during the year at a 
cost of $114,700. This, added to the 143 
buildings erected in East Belleville at a 
cost of $247,000, gives for the town the’ 
handsome total of 260 tenements built in

A Bullet in the Heart. 


A DIVORCED HUSBAND UNDERTAKES 4 
SCHEME OF REVENGE UPON HIS SUCCES- 
BORNE ATTACKS HIM IN ‘THE DARK, 
AND 18 SHOT DEAD, 


(From the Ohicago'Tribune.) 


At 12:16 this morning a desperate and 
fatal affray occurred at No, 182. Wesson 
street, in which a man named Ed. Camp- 
bell was ahot-dead by John Heach. As 
usual a woman wasthe causeof the tragedy, 
yet she avers-it was done in self-defence. 
Some two years ago the domestic infelici- 
ties which had prevailed between Camp- 
bell and his wife were made the subject of 
an appeal to the courts, anda decree of 
separation was, after due process of law, 
rendered. Soon after Mrs, Campbell was 
united in marriage with Heach, and to-day 
mourns the fate to which she has been 
committed. Since the marriage with 
Heach Mrs. H. has been made the object 
of annoyance by Campbell, who avniled 
himself of every opportunity that present- 
ed itself to treat her in amanner that was 
calculated to provoke her disHkeand arouse 
the.ire of her husband. The scene of thi 
re imo low, omprotantione, twenets 
house, the first floor of which is occupied 
by Heach and his family, the upper story 
being allotted to a family named O'Day, 
John Moore, the landlord in the rear. 
Last evening at7 o'clock Campbell visited 
the premises and interrogated Moore as to 
the whereabouts of Mrs. Heach. The ob- 
ject of his inquiry Aspraied to be absent 
visiting a relation, remarking that he 
would call again departed. He fulfilled 
his promise, and about three hours later 

pounded the same questions to. Moore: 
each, who keeps a saloon on Halsted 
street, had not yet returned home, and 
Campbell took up his quarters in an eut- 
house on’the premise’ to await his coming. 
Soon after Mrs. Heach heard three shots 
fired, and going to the door to ascertain 
the cause, was met by her husband, who 
unknown to any one, had arrived. He 
told her what he had done, exhibited his 
hand gashed with a knife, from which the 
blood gushed in streams, and asked her to 
assist him in dressing his wound. This 
sho did, arm insisted that he should cither 
remain or proceed to the station and sur- 
render himself. He declined to accede’ to 
her request, and stating that he would go 
to a surgeon, left the house. 

Others who were in an adjoining yard 
relate that their atterition was attracted by 
an altercation in an enclosure attached to 
No. 182, and heard some one call out from 
the enclosure, “ [’'ll fix you naw, you —~” 
after which the.firing took place. Officer 
Lowerdson, who was travelling that beat 
heard the reports of four niche says, and 
hastened with all possible speed to the lo- 
cality from whence they"proceeded. On 
entering the yard he inhaled’ the smell of 

owder, and after a search found Campbell 
lying under a polarey leading from the se- 
cond story to the y: gasping for breath, 
and evidently in the ieee cietlaatet He 


procured a light, which was easily obtained 
as the neighbors had heard the shots, and 
were on the alert asto the cause, and 
found the deceased doubled up, the blood 
oozing from a wound in the broast above 
the heart, and breathing at intervals. Dr. 
Haas was summoned immediately, but be- 
fore he was able to respond death ensued. 
The officers then turned their attention to 
securing the murderer, but he had fled the 
scene, and at three o'clock this morning 
had not been arrested. Mrs. Heach was 
taken to the Chicago ayenne station, where 
she related the foregoing account to the 
Tribune reporter. She is a comely ap- 
pearing woman of pleasing address, about 
thirty years of age, and told her trials, 
abuse and insults she had been obliged to 
endure from Campbell ina manner that 
carried conviction to those that heard her. 
Campbell is said to have been a drunken, 
shiftless brute, tho pieny of all who diffor- 
ed from him and particularly of the woman 
who was formerly his wife. His body was 
taken to the Morgue, where an inquest 
will be held to-day.

As tho facts connected with tho above 
transaction, in which the Ministry appeared 
~ in a most unfavorable light, may havo faded 
from the minds of many of our readers, wo 
reproduco them, as stated in the report of 
the Senate Committee on the subject, in 
order that the position which the Premier 
is said to have taken in the matter may be 
fully understood. It appears that tondors 
wero called for by the Department of Pub- 
Tic Works on tho 2nd of Febuary, 1874, for 
certain work connected with the Gatineau 
Booms, to be sent in by noon of the 7th 
Feburary, On tho afternoon of that day, 
‘Mr. Trudeau, the Deputy Minister, and 
Mr. Braun, the Secrotary of the Depart- 
ment proceeded to opensuch tenders as had 
been received, being four in numbor, and 
those tenders were sent to the Superintend- 
ant, Mr. Merrill, to bo extended; subse- 
quent to these tenders being opened, two 
other tenders} were received by the De- 
‘partment from the Ottawa Post Office 
stamped P, M. Saturday the 7th, and 
marked ‘‘too late” by the officers of the De- 
partment. In consequence of, information 
received by the Minister of Public Works 
(the Honorable Mr. Mackenzig) ho direct- 
ed these tenders to be opened and sent to 
the usual office to be extended, and they

Prof. Arnold, of Rochester, delivered 
two addresses, one on “ gilt-edged butter 
making” and the other on the manufac- 
ture of fancy cheese, which fully sustained 
his deservedly high reputation both asaman 
of profound ‘science and as a practical 
cheese and butter maker, 

Prof. Leander, Wetherell, editor of the 
Boston Cultivator, gave a lecture on the 
reeding and care of dairy cattle. He pre- 
forred the larger breeds, such as the Hols- 
teiners, to the smaller cattle, which is rath- 
er contrary to the received ideas and expe- 
rience of our dairymen, who favor the 
Ayrshire and their crosses ; but many of 
his remarks were sound and practical, and 
likely to prove advantageous to those who 
heard them. 

The Hon. Harris Lewis, of Frankford, 
Genesee, delivered an extempore address 
on the management and care of dairy cows, 
in the eourse of which he gave his hearers 
a large amount of sound practical informa- 
tion, relieved by a flow of racy and genial 
humor which ever and anon convulsed his 
audienee with laughter, and elicited thun- 
ders of applause, 


LIOHNSBES under the NPW AOT. 


Tho now Licenso Act continues in force 
tho present Tavern, Shop and othor liquor 
liconsos until tho first day of May noxt. 
In order that this extension shall be 
obtainod, it is requisito that ovory holder 
of alicenso must, botween this and the 16th 
day of March next, pay to the Treasurer 
of the Municipality one-sixth of the foo 
paid last year taking a receipt therefrom. 
Upon producing tho receipt to the Issuer 
of Liconses, and paying him one-sixth of 
the Provincial duty, he will endorse in the 
license an extension of timo to tho first of 
May noxt. Holders of licenses must not 
neglect this, othorwiso their licenses will 
expire on the Ist of March noxt. 

It will also be noticed that the duties of 
tho présent License Inspoctors have coased, 
and the Municipal Counicils have nothing 
to do with regard to tho extension of 
licenses. 


Tne Boporr.—The Ottawa correspon- 
dent of tho Montreal Gazette has the fol- 
lowing reference to the budget: ‘ The 
Budget will not likely be brought down un- 
til next weok, certainly not until Friday. 
The motions by Cartwright to go into 
Committee of Supply and of Ways and 
Means were simply tho formal motions, 
and do not indicate in any way the day up- 
on which the Budgot speech will be mado. 
Tam confident the speech will not be de- 
livered until Tuesday of next week. It 
turns out that no improvement has taken 
place inthe matter of accuracy in the 
monthly returns, published in the Official 
Gazette, of receipts and expenditures.

ernment, who now, it appears, seta tho 
Sonate at defiance by refusing to pay the 
sum which that {House declared was duo 
and owing to Mr. Palen. * 

Whether Mr. Mackenzie is in a Position 
to wuccensfully resist the action of tho 
upper chamber or not, he has not shown 
miuich wisdom in attempting to do so, His 
friends served his causo well in delaying 
tho passage of the roport until the close of 
tho seasion, when, coming amidst a rush of 
buninoss, it did not receive so much at- 
tention as it otherwise would hayo done.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


Tuxspay, Fob'y. 15. 

Tho reports of the Committees on Standing 
Committees and on printing were adopted.

Every one will admit the great importante to 
this country ‘of tho speeches mado by Hii 
Excellency the Governor General, and their 
benefit, indeed, can- scarcely be appreciated. 
‘The next paragraph has reference to the de- 
pression and stagnation of business prevail- 
ing throughout the neighboring country, and 
felt in the Old World, which have atlected 
our trade. I think the Governmentis charge- 
ablo with some of the causes leading to this 
state of things. Every one is awaro of the 
fact that the rage Government’ sent a 
commissioner to Washington, and we know 
that gentleman's opinions regarding the trade 
policy of this country, for hq had not kept 
them secret; and we all believe that he is a 
power behind the throne, We all know that 
if he could do it, the existing policy of this 
country would be changed. And what do wo 
find? That as soon as he was sent there the 
manufacturers of this country took alarm. 
They saw that if he carried a measure in ac- 
cordance with his views, to them it meant 
ruin. They buttoned up their pockets, and 
cach man began to be off, and contrive, not 
to éxtend, but curtail business in every pos- 
sible manner, This was one of’ the effectd of 
sending that gentleman to Washington; and 
the class of the population which I have men- 
tioned was not the only section in consequence 
affected. Canadian merchants began to look 
around and perceive that the success of this 
mission meant great loss to them, and seek 
methods of protecting themselves, and this 
was Lot all ; most fresh projected enterprises 
of this country were stopped, and a general 
feeling of uncertainty began to prevail as to 
what was}'best ,to be done. People shrink 
from entering into new undertakings and 
spending money, for were the mé@%sures pro- 
posed carried ‘through this Parliament and 
the United States Houses, it was a+question 
whether they would not entail direct taxa 
tion. This is to my mind one of the causes 
of the present depression affecting certain 
classes in this country, because I deny that 
the great mass of the people suffer 
from this state of things.

More Concerning the Tippos. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Gxm,—Having observed different articles in 
your papor giving» history of this splendid 
stock, and believing them to be somowhat in- 
corrost, I shall endeavor to give you # correct 
statoment. Having communieated with some 
of the parties who should be in a position to 
lcnow the pedigree, I also had within the lsat 
tan days personal interviews with some of the 
same parties, I think that now I can Rives 
correct amd trathful statement of that famous 
horse, having reodlved it from tho last owner 
or_owners in Sophiasburgh, P. E, County, 
where this horse was bred—nearly all corrob- 
orating the statement given by Mr. Isaac 
Morden, of Northport. 

The sire of Tippowasimported to New York 
city from England in the year 1811. In Eng- 
land he was called Fleetwood, retaining that 
name in this country. -He was a gentléman’® 
hunting horse; subsequently ho became ‘the 
property of David M. Lake's fathor, of New 
York State. Hoesent this horse to Canada by 
a man named Whitlock, in the year 1816. 

Pleotwood in color waa apple brown, 
standing about 164 hands, weighing in good 
flesh about 1400 or 1500 Ibs., and mid to be 
one of the finest animals of his species. Mr. 
Whitlock being a transgressor of law and or- 
der, left Canada for parta unknown in the yoar 
1817, leaving said horse in possession of N. 
Solmes, of Northport, where he died the fol- 
lowing spring, in the month of May, 1818. 

In the spring of 1817, this celebrated Tippo

Canada and its Young Men. 


Mr. Thomas White, jr, in a lecture on 
‘The claims of Canada upon the young 
men of the country,” delivered on Tuesday 
evening last, referred to the spirit of de- 
reciation which existed in relation to our 
orth- West territorios and of the disposi- 
tion to estimate the value of these territor- 
ies, by the present population, spoke of tho 
danger of such views, of the importance of 
having due regard for the future of th 
Dominion in maintaining these Western 
territories. He denounced the spirit,not a 
ty spirit, for itis unfortunately to b 
found in the mouths of some men of both 
ies, which suggests, as Canada’s true 
interest, a policy of national repudiation 
and national disintegration. It is tho 
duty ofall young men of Canada to stam 
out this spirit and Five all their inflaenc 
to nid in the development of the North- 
West. Our North-West territories offer 
the only unsettled territories on this con- 
tinent now fit for scttlement,and thoy havo 
an area of 625,000 square miles of cultiva- 
table land, which is known as the region of 
fur-bearing animals, and it has an area of 
over ono million and a half square miles. 
This ineludes territory west of the boundary 
of Ontario and east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. This fertile belt possesses all the fea- 
tures favorable for development, and is 
destined to become the future home of mil- 
lions of prosperous and industerous settlers 
Canada claims from her sons their best en- 
deayors and deyotion in this work of 
western developement. Mr. White here 
compared the adyantages of our Canadian 
een of Government side by side with 
the American system of Republican Govern 
ment. In the past we have no reason to 
be ashamed of our publicmen. The pub- 


lic-emen of Canada, asa whole, stand as 
high for unselfish devotion to the interests 
of their country as those of any other land. 
As with the public men so with the people. 
Taken in the aggregate, the people ef Can- 
ada are as moral, law- biding and religious 
as any other people ih the world. He was 
no fatalist, but a firm believer in an over- 
tuling Providence, {and in the promises 


which make permanent national prosper- 
ity to follow upon national righteousness. 
Just in proportion as people walk in the 
paths of righteousness will the nation pro- 

ss in prosperity. He begged them to 
five faith in this young Dominion—faith 
that removes mountains in secular as well 
asin sacred things, and that is all that is 
required to remove mountains of difficulty 
from the path of Canadian development 
and p) rity. We want faith in. our 
country itself, in its resources, in its pre- 
sent posisiaal and in its future greatness 
andglory. And with this we may look 
forward tothe future, confident in our

CAUCHON HIRING BULLIES TO 
INTIMIDATE ELECTORS 


‘The debate in the Commons on the 21st 
t., has brought to light another instange 
ofthe manner in which the ‘“‘party of 
purity’ have been elevating the standard 
of public morality in the political contests 
which have taken place lately in different 
" f the Dominion, The Premier int 
aN, nfrew held out to the olectors of 
that Riding, the bait of material aid in 
connection with the Branch of the Pacific 
Railway, but failed, the electora being too 
honest to be cajoled into supporting the 
Government candidate,through Ministerial 
promises, direct or indirect. But it re- 
mained forthe President of the Council, 
the Hon. Joseph Cauchon, to push the doc- 
_ trine of intimidation and bribery to its 
fullest extent.

Ty tn Me Mr; Cauchult actually conniy- 
 odat, and was a party tothe hirmg orw 
py _ gang of bullies to proceed from Quebec to 
Charlevoix, for the purpose of intimidating 
electors of that county into yoting for 
the Rouge candidate, Mr. Tremblay. This 
was made pointedly, and repeated- 
by Mr, Langevin, who declares he can 
prove it, if granted a Cominittee, for which 
ho gaye notice he would move at an- early 
day.

THIRD SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


Orrawa, Feb. 21. | 
THE SENATE. | 
Mr. Girard moved for copies of all in- 
structions to Liout.-Governor Morris; also, 
copies of all Orders in Council® relating to 
tho North-West territories sinco their or- 
ganization, not already published ; also,tho 
official correspondence between the Lieut- 
Governor an the Dominion Government 
from tho time of his appointment He 
paid high compliment to the North-West 
Council for the manner in which they had 
sorved the country 
Mr. Lotellier said there was no objection 
to the correspondence being brought down, 
but it was solnninGn’ and parts of it were 
not of sufficient public interest to be print- 
ed. 
Mr. Aloxander said the thanks of the 
Howse and tho country were due to the 
Government for not taking advantage of 
the power conferred on them last session 
by Parliament to put tho country to the 
oxporiso of another Governmont in the 
North-West. He thought a more vigo- 
rous policy on tho part of the Governm ent 
and direct communication with tho North- 
Wost were necessary before a sufficient im 
migration would ensuo to mako a new 
Government in the North-West necessary. 
‘Mr. Letellier, ina corteous manner, 
thanked Mr. Alexander for the first part 
of his remarks but not for tho latter. 
The usual formal steps wero takon on 
the petition of Robert Campboll,of Whitby, 
Ont., praying for a divorce from his wife, | 
Eliza Maria Byrno, after which the House 
adjourned. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


In reply to Mr. Gordon, Mr. Mackenzie 
anid the salaries of Inspectors of Weights 
and Measures, except in the large cities, 
would bo $500 each per annum, 
In answer to Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Macken- | 
zie stated that the Government were at 
present engaged in prosecuting enquiries 
as to trade with the West Indies and South 
America, but there was nothing that could 
be laid before the House. | 
Mr. Mitchell moved for the instructions 
to officers to enforce payment of the fishery 
license in the Maritimo Provinces, which } 
motion was carried after a brief debate. | 
Mr. Young moved for a statement of | 
postage on newspapers and periodicals 
Carried. 

Dr. Tupper moved to refer to the Print- 
ing Committee the copies of the correspon- 
denco relating to the refund of duties to 
the Great Western Railway Company, He 
said that last session, when he challonged 
the refund of $67,000 customs duties on 
locomotives to the Great Western Railway, 
the Finance Minister stated that this was 
done under an Order in Council of the pre- 
vious Government. He had moyed for 
correspondence on the subject, and the 
Government had manufactured correspon- 
dence. The Order in Council of tho late 
Government was simply an order to the 
officer to obey the law, After searching 
through the correspondence he could find 
no authority for tho course of the 
Government. ‘The law was that cortain 
parts of locomotives were free from 
duty, but the application of tho: Great 
Weatern for a refund on engines bought here 
in running order, He would like to ask 
his hon. friend if there could bea case 
which more required the consent 
of the Parliament. Every _ shoe- 
maker here had a precedent when ho im- 
ported manufactured shoes, to claim to 
haye the parts thereof exempted that 
would bo exempted if the parts were im- 
ported separately, As tho Ordor in Coun- 
cil was signed immediately before the 
opening of Parliament, thero was no pre- 
text for it whatever. Not only was it 
against Parliamentary law, but it was 
against the Statutory law. ‘Iho corres- 
pondence needed a missing link, and he 
hoped the Government would withdraw 
tho first letter. 

Mr. Burpee promised all the correspond- 
ence that there was in the Department. 
Tho remissions of the duties was upon ex- 
actly the same principle as remissions were 
made to the Grand Trunk in1868 of about 
$80,000, The percentage allowed for the 
remission was about 334 on tho Great 
Western locomotives, while the percentage 
onthe Grand Trunk locomotives was about 
45 per cent. 
Mr, Workman expressed his pleasure at 
the bringing up of the question by the hon, 
member for Cumberland, He thought the 
Government had made a groat mistake 
which merited the disapprobation of the 
House. (Hear, hear.) ihe could not see 
why large repayments should be made to 
rich corporations ; besides the romission of 
duties was urgent to native manufactures. 
Mr. Mackenzie here reso and said the 
remission® was only upon articles that were 
free by law. The rule observed by the 
late Government was a farce and mere pre- 
tence, as engines were taken apart just for 
the purpose of passing portions of them 
through the Customs free, and they were 
put together immediately after on arriving 
at the Canadian side. : 
Sir John Macdonald said the hon, Pro- 
mier had stated that tho action of the late 
Government was a farce, and that it made 
no practical difference whether a locomo- 
tive was brought in in pieces or brought in 
in bulk. Well, whethor t action was 
a farce or not, it was | » while the 
action of tho present Goyerninent was il- 
legal, (Hear, hear.) ‘There was no option 
with tho late Government ; they could not 
refuse the application of the Grand Trunk 
without breaking tho law, but hon. gen- 
tlomen opp # broke the law by ac ing 
to the application of the Groat’ Western.

Tho milk 
sot at 82 degroes with perfectly sweet ren+ 
net that has been prepared, ifpossible, with 
pure soft water, that is pungent yet has no 
more odor than water from the spring suf- 
ficient tocohgulate'tho milkin 30 degrees, 
of a consistency not too firm and clammy, 
but of a brittle texture that will po 
careful cutting| and) handling. And if 

roperly handled with the hand, and care- 
fay warmed the whey will be ofa bright 
straw color, Thecurd should be: largely 
matured in a temperature about 92 degrees, 
and the finishing at 94 to 98 degrees 
should be short not to exceed from 30, to 
60 minutes. heating must be slow 
and quiet, as faras practicable from the 
sides of the vat. Tho curd should be han- 
dled with the hand in a light and rather 
lively manner, yet very carefully while 
warming, and the result of every move 
closély watched. The indications of the 
condition of the milk and the result of 
right or wrong handling, are sure and un- 
mistakeable, but are not easily explained 
unaccompanied by practical illustration.

Tue Frencu Premrer.—Jules Dufaure, 
who is now at the head of Fre nch affairs,is 
in his seyenty-cighth year, and has been 
in political life since 1834. When Napo- 
leon the ILL. unsurped the whole power of 
the State in 1849, M. Dufaure, along with 
De Tocqueville and many of the Constitu- 
tional statesmen of France, was one of the 
prominent opponents of that act. After 
the fall of the Empire he was returned to 
the National Assembly,and in 1871 a :cept- 
ed the office of Minister of Justice under 
Thiers, When the latter’s Government 
was overthrown in 1873, M. Dufaure went 
out of office, but joined the Buffet Ad- 
minstration last March. 


Terrrere Rarway Accrpent.—A tele- 
gram from Fishkill, N. Y., on the 24th 
says: —‘‘Further information regarding the 
Harlem Extension railway accident states 
that it ocourred at midnight, near Wal- 
lingford. Mr. Bissell’sson, aged seventeen 
years,was in the centre of the sleeping car. 
Tho father got out first, and hearing the 
cries of his son, went back to save him and 
both were burned to death. Their charred 
remains were found. No other of the pas- 
sengers in the sleeping car were burned, 
but all were more or less injured in other 
ways. All who were injured are doing well. 
A gentleman from Montreal, name unknown 
is slightly injured. There were about 
fifty persons in the passenger car behind 
the sleeping car, some of whom were hurt. 
Mr. Bissell was found with his feet out of 
a window and hig body inside, burnt to*a 
crisp.”” 


Curtixc.—A match was played at Ri- 
deau Hall, Ottawa, on the 23rd, for the 
medal presented by His Excellency the 
Governor-General. Tho Thistle Club, of 
Montreal, and the St. Mary’s Club were 
the contestants.

Waar 1s Hazy 4 Corp or Woop |—The 
following paragraph is of interest to all 
who purchase wood cut and split; At 
Hamilton, lately, Messrs, Land & Crisp, 
wood-dealers, were summoned for deliver- 
ing a less quantity of wood than was called 
for, namely, forty-nine feet of wood, when 
the ticket called for one-half a cord of wood. 
The question which arose was as to the 
distinction between a half-cord of wood, 
cut and split,and a half cord of cut and split 
wood. A party named McDonald pur- 
chased the half-cord from the defendants, 
aud when he asked them the price of the 
half-cord they said $3.25, Hoe said, ‘You 
have raised your price.” Mr, Land replied 
that they gave full measure. What Me- 
Donald thought he was getting and paying 
for was half a cord of cut and split wood, 
or 64 solid foot. He only got 49 anda 
fraction. The evidence for the defonce 
showed that half a cord of wood, cut and 
split, would only make from fifty-three to 
fifty-five fect. The defendants contended 
that what they meant by giving full 
measure was half a cord of cordwoood, cut 
and split, and not a half a cord of cut and 
split wood.

"Civil Liberty in Queb 
A REPLY TO SIR A. T, GALT. 


Mr. Thomas White, jr, of the Montreal 
Gazette, has written and published over his 
own signature a reply to tho letter of Sir A. 
1. Galt on Civil Liborty m Quebec, Having 
published a synopsis of Sir A. T. Galt’s letter 
wo give, in fairness to both gentlemen, a ay- 
nopsis of Mr, White's reply. 

Starting with the declaration that as he waa 
the dccasion of Mr, Huntington’s speech in 
Argonteuil, which caused the writing of Sir 
Alexander's letter, he may therefore without 
presumption be permitted l deal with the 
issucs arising out of that smech, Mr. White 
reviews the tactics of the “organized hypoc- 

Argentuil, Amongst the French he 
nto as being unworthy of support 
f his connection with the Masonic 
Fraternity, whilst in the Protestant sections 
of the County he was denounced as pr 
ridden, as the intimate personal ally and fr 


nd 
of the Roman Catholic Bishop of Montreal, 
and as a member of a society of Lay Jesuits 
whose object was to hand over the Protestants 
of the Province to the tender mercies of the 


Roman Catholic Hierarchy. Tho electors 
were assured, on the authority of a gentleman 
who professed to know, that his otlice in Mon- 
treal literally swarmed with Roman Catholic 
priests, and that therefore no sound Protes- 
tant could vote for him, 


He proceeds to say that, meeting Mr. Hun- 
tington at St- Andrew's, he complained of 
these appeals to the religious rather than to 
the political sentiments of the people, and 
that the latter then made his famous speech, 
the first part only of which was reported. 
From this fact and the publication of the Galt 
letter Mr, White draws the conclusion that a 
‘* new departure,” with diversion upon relig- 
fous grounds, has been resolved upon. He 
goes on to say + 
If the position of the Protestants in this 
Province, is at this momenta hazardous one, 
as you almost assert, there is no yobs man, 
upon whom the responsibility of that position 
rests more heavily than upon yourself, When 
the federal union of the Provinces took place, 
andJ beliewt you haye the honor of having 
been among the earliest of our pints men to 
urge that union on the floor of Parliament, 
you were specially charged with the duty of 
protecting the interests for the future of the 
religious minority of the Province. In the 
performance of that duty, as you have more 
than once stated, you had the hearty sympa- 
thy and support of the French Canadian Con- 
seryatiyes. In what way have the guarantees 
which you then secured” been infringed ates 
or even threatened No change has taken 
place, or been attempted, in the basis of re- 
presentation then provided. No suggestion 
even has boon made that our educational priy- 
ileges should be in a iy way lessened or iin- 
pais. The legislation of laat session at Que- 
ec, on the Real question, to which you 
refer og ‘not re-assuring,” ought, so far as 
the Protestant minority are concernod,to have 
the directly yet impression upon our 
minds, think Lam right in saying 
that every suggestion offered’ by the Proves- 
tant members of the Council of Public Instrac- 
tion was embodied in the act. That is a 
fact to which I venture to think you ‘cannot 
find a parallel in the educational legislation 
of any. nbhen country in the world. - Thus se- 
cured in our own fullest rights of control over 
the education of our children, it is certainly 
not reasonable that we should demand the 
right to interfere with the wishes of the re- 
ligious majority, Cees when no repre- 
sentative of that religious majority in Par- 
liament asks our interference, and no Catho- 
lic minority out of Parliament protests 
against the legislation, 
Taking up next Sir Alex. Galt’s statement 
that appearances at the time of Confederation 
were favorablo, Mz, White argues at consid- 
erable length that no change has taken place 
in the attitude of the Roman Catholic ma- 
jority-towards the Protestant minority, 
With regard to Bishop Bourget’s letter, he 
expresses his utter lack of sympathy, though 
holding it as an example of the fundamental 
difference between the two religious systems. 
It is his opinion that it does not apply to Pro- 
testanta at all, 
He protests against a Protestant manifesto 
as certain to increase the power of the 
Roman Catholic Church in Quebec, handing

During nearly 
tho last quarter of » century, the Siberals 
have never been as strong in Parliament an 
they aro to-day. During the years an which 
you held a high position in the Government 
of Canada, thoy never were so strongly repro- 
sented.

I 
submit this fact as an evidence that, by the

mence by the Liberals of Ontario, the 

rritings of some of whom, in their apparent 
dread of that “ complete subjugation of the 
country to ecclesiastical rule,” bear a striking 
resemblance to the views which you have now 
given to the public, 


The issuc of the Galt, pamphlet. is held to 
be solely in the interest of the Rouge party. 
‘Two years of official life’ saya Mr, V Vhite, 
‘have done much to discredit the party now 
in office in Canada. © ‘Che evidences of this are 
to be found not only in Quebee but in Ontario 
aswell. Tho ‘Conservative reaction’ of which 
so much has been said lately. has been quite 
as apparent in Ontario as Quebec. It can 
hardly in tho former Province. be attributed 
to the undue interference of the clergy in po- 
litical contests, and there is no reason for sup- 
posing that to that influence it is alone duo in 
the Province of Quebec, Your own observa- 
tion in Montreal, must have conyinced you 
that itis due to,an intelligent. appreciation of 
the failure of the gentlemen now in office, to 
meet the expectations which the public, on 
their own professions, had formed of them. 
It is cortainly a little remarkable that at a 
moment when, not in one Province alone, but 
throughout the entire Dominion, there isa 
growing change of sentiment against the Goy- 
ernment, arising ont of their political action, 
an attempt should be made to arrest that cur- 
rent of sentiment by appeals to the religious 
feelings of the people. With all respect for 
the high position which you occupy in the 
public mind, I yenture to think that the Prot- 
estant Conservatives of Quebec will require 
some greater evidence that their rights are in 
danger than your manifesto presents, before 
they will consent to close their eyes to the 
political issues which divide political parties, 
in the interests of that one of those parties for 
which they have no political sympathy.” 


In concluding, Mr, White writes as fol- 
lows :— 


“The time may come in the Province of 
Quebec, although Tl venture to predict that if 
it should ever come it will not, judging by 
the past, be during the reign of ihe Conserva- 
tive party, when Protestant interests may be 
in jeopardy. If that day ever comes, 1 am 
sure that it will not be necessary for you to 
‘once more enter the arena of political strife 
to protect those interests’ which you are ‘so 
responsible for creating.’ The Protestants 
of this’ Province will in such an event bo 
found to be a unit, and, having the consti- 
tutional safeguards which you provided in the 
Act of Confederation at their backs, will 
Nave no difficulty in maintaining the rights 
thus accorded to them. But the suggestion 
of such a coming struggle, above all the most 
unhappy suggestion thatthe struggle may 
assume the character of ‘a physical contest,’ 
is utterly unwarranted in the face of the his- 
tory of the past, to which you yourself make 
such generous reference. The position of-the 
Protestant minority in Quebec is one sur- 
rounded with some difficulty ; but as yet, 
there is nothing to indicate that it is one 
of danger, Thoir true interest, I venture to 
think, is to keep a strict watchfulness over 
their own rights, to be over ready to main- 
tain them, if they should be attacked, and to 
preserve towards the religious majority a 
position of absolute noutrality, in’so far as 
the religious disputes of that majority are con- 
corned. They-should observe this course in 
the interest ‘of good government. If the 
Roman Catholio Church is intolerant of dis- 
sent amongits own membership from any of 
its pretensions howexer extreme and to our 
minds presumotuous, every appeal such as 
that aauiseed| by you can but increase the 
influence of those pretensions and render 
more powerless any resistance to them. With 
an abstinence from interference in those d 
putes, and continuing Our alliances on politi- 
cal-grounds alone, the’ Protestants of the Pro- 
Vince will best maintain their own rights, and 
most certainly minister to the best imterests 
of the state,
